Vigil at the Levees 


I would like to thank those amateurs who 
assisted with the Red Cross relief effort dur- 
ing the recent levee breaks at Holland Tract 
& Webb Tract. Dick Brown, WA6YXY; Vern Hajek, 
K6UGS; Clay Stiles, WD6GDG all manned W6LGW 
Memorial Red Cross Disaster Services Station 
on Friday, Jan. 18th from 1900 hrs local to 
0300 Jan. 19th. Ron Miller, WB6JGV set up 
his 2meter station at the Knightsen Fire 
Station during the same time period providing 
communications from the Red Cross relief site 
located in the fire station. 

Other amateurs that provided invaluable 
service & support that night were our own ARRL 
EC Dwayne Eskridge, who coordinated the acti- 
vation of those needed from amateur to Red 
Cross; N6BS in San Francisco who relayed 
messages to the Golden Gate Chapter, American 
Red Cross; WB6UMT, John Widener who acted as 
a simplex relay station until two-way communi- 
cations on repeaters were established; Bill 
Alexander, WD6CPU who volunteered to make 
phone calls & relay messages for the Red 
Cross; WA6O0DA, Dick Thomas who kept fre- 
quencies clear & acted as a relay to the #.C.; 
W6CFQ, the Sacramento Area ARRL E.C. who 
checked in & offered to help our hams if he & 
his team were needed; WBOWAY who also volun- 
teered the support of the Sacramento Chapter 
of the Red Cross. 

A special thanks goes to the repeater 
group supporting the 147.27/87 machine, W6AEX/ 
RPT, that was used throughout the entire 
evening during the exercise on the 18th. An 
operator from their group kept the repeater 
clear of traffic while the Red Cross team 
Worked. Thanks also go to the WA6EUZ/RPT 
repeater group for the use of their 145.41 
machine; and the Rocky Ridge repeater group 
for the use of their 220 MHz machine. 

The relief effort & participation of 
amateurs did not stop on the 18th, but contin- 
ued on for two more days. Ron Miller, Asst. 
EC ARRL for RACES, organized East County 
amateurs into a working team to again support 
the Red Cross & Glacier/OES. 

WA6ZFZ, Bill Van Voorhis set up a station 
at the Knightsen fire station on Saturday, for 
communications with amateurs assisting the 
Red Cross & those that were watching high 
tide water levels. WBO6JTK, Mike Lien of Bethel 
Island, rode aboard the Bethel Island Harbor 
Masters boat relaying information, & WB6YNM, 
Al on Bethel Island stood by on Friday night 
just in case he was needed. WA7YWH, Chuck 
Dowell also assisted WA6ZFZ. 

By Saturday the OHS had arranged with Ron 
to set up a levee-watch-team using ham radio 
operators. Ron had several amateurs standing 
by to be part of such a team if OBS needed 
them called out. As it happened, the winds 
that were expected receded & the levee-watch 


was not required. Ron would like to thank 
WA6AEO, Brad Watson & WA6HAM, Steve Overacker 
for standing by on Saturday in case they were 
needed. 

The entire effort began from a phone call 
that Steve Overacker made to me after he had 
seen information about the flooding on tele- 
vision. Together Steve & I called Dwayne to 
inform him using Steves three way conference 
phone. Dwayne took it from there contacting 
OES & Red Cross. OES of course was already 
very busy at their Glacier Hdqtrs that Friday 
night. The only thing that was left to be 
done was activate the Red Cross for a possible 
relief effort. 

The Red Cross provided free homemade sand- 
Wiches & coffee to hungry flood victims, fire- 
men, & other relief workers on Fri. & Sat. 
Wives of the Knightsen volunteer firemen 
pitched in & made over 100 sandwiches, & 
asked very little in return. The Red Cross of 
course picked up the tab for the ingredients 
but they could never repay the dedication 
that went in between each piece of bread!

On January 18, 1980 the levees broke, 
flooding two large areas of the delta. Dwayne, 
W6LKE and other amateur radio operators began 
emergency communications less than two hours 
after the levee broke. 

Participants were WAG6HAM, WB6JGV, W6LKE, 
WA6GON, K6UGS, WD6GDG, WA6YXY, WB6UMT, WA6ODA, 
WA6AEO, WA6ZFZ, WA6YWH, WAGJTK, & WA6YNM,. ere 
I missed anyone, please forgive me). I take 
this opportunity to thank & commend these 
amateurs for their response & their public 
service. 

There is a negative side to this, however, 
Which I would like to address. 

A number of calls went out on the repeater 
requesting volunteer communicators and the 
response Was less than exciting. The need was 
for levee watchers who could patrol the levees 
& call for help if any indications of new 
breaks Were seen. Ron, WB6JGV planned to have 
two person patrols with at least one hand-held 
émeter radio for each patrol team, but was 
unable to muster enough hams to fulfill the 
need. 

Governmental, commercial, & amateur radio 
are licensed & exist for one primary purpose-- 
PUBLIC SERVICE. Let each one of us remember 
those two words, and when a public service 
need arises -- VOLUNTEER. There may be some 
discomfort and some personal sacrifice 
involved, but the reward of personal satisfac- 
tion received by participating far outweighs 
any inconvenience suffered.

PETE PETERSON - W6LGW 


On January 2,.1947, plans were formulated at 
the home of Bud Stettinger, W6CX, for starting 
an amateur radio club. Those present were Bud, 
W6CX; Lyle Gardenhire, W6RUZ; Marion Doss, 
W6ICU; N. Dahl, who had no call; and Oscar W. 
Peterson, W6LGW. 

One week later, January 9, 1947, at the same 
place, bylaws were formulated and adopted. The 
following officers were elected: Bud Stettinger 
W6CX was President; O.W. Peterson, W6LGW, Vice 
President; Lyle Gardenhire, W6RUZ, Secretary- 
Treasurer. Others present were N. Dahl and 
Marion Doss. Notice had been given that Mt. 
Diablo Amateur Radio Club had been started, 
and the first meeting would be held at the 
Walnut Creek Grammer School, January 17, 1947. 

At the first meeting 28 members were taken 
into the club. There were 42 charter members, 
but W6LGW indicated that he would conduct Morse 
Code classes in his home for persons who were 
interested in becoming radio amateurs. 

Application of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio 
Club for incorporation was filed in June 1947, 
and approved July 18, 1947. 

At the October 1947 meeting, with Vice Pres- 
ident Peterson presiding, a discussion was 
held regarding procuring two AC generators for 
emergency use at the Red Cross. In 1948 W6LGW 
served as a board member at large for the club. 
Throughout the rest of his life Pete was very 
active in the club...holding all offices ex- 
cept Secretary. 

His code classes were instrumental in en- 
larging the ranks of amateur radio in the 
Diablo valley, and providing communicators for 
many public events, including the floods 
locally in 1955 and 1958. 

Pete passed away December 28, 1975, and the 
Board of Directors of the MDARC asked his 
Widow, Jean, for permission to perpetuate his 
ham call. With Pete having been very active 
with Red Cross, and a member of their Board 
of Directors, what better memorial than this 


station. The call W6CX is also held in per- 
petuity.
